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THE CANADIAN NORTHERN. 


The last issue of the Commercial 
contains a write uy of the Canadian 
Northern. The article is accomrpani- 
ed by a mag showing the main line 
an branches now constructed, and 
by cuts of Port Arihur aad the new 
bridge built by the company over the 
Red River at Winnipeg. 


The present western terminus of the 
road is Erwood, west of the northern 
end of Lake Winnipegosis, and some 
distance withia the district of Sas- 
katchewan, The distance from Erwsod 
to ‘Phet Arthur, representing thie 
part of the main line now completed is 
753 miles. Gradi now extends some 
24 miles beyond Erwood. The bran- 
ches comgleted are; Winnipeg and 
Emerson, 65 miles; Winnipeg and Car- 
man, 55 miles; Morris and Prandon, 
145 miles; Hattney branch, 51 miles; 
Grand View branch, 30 miles; Winni- 
pegosis branch, ?1 miles; Lake Mani- 
toba branch, 16 miles. 

The consttuction) work done this 
past year is as follows; Northwest- 
ern extension of main line, about 24 
miles, graded only. Liok in main line 
between Gladstone and Beaver, 18 
miles. Ontario section of main line, 
fram crossing of Rainy river easterly 
to junction with the line running 
westward from Port Arthur, a'bout 
160 miles. Grand total of new road 
‘built this year, 257 miles, including 
portion of northern extension which is 
graded only. To this must be added 
the Northern Pacific lines in Manitoba 
acquired by purchase, amounting to 
352 miles in al’. Thus the Canadian 
Northern system has beer extended 
during the year by the construc- 
tion of 257 miles of new road and the 
purchase of 352 miles of road, meking 
a total extensoin during 1901 of 609 
miles. 

This, with the roud constructed in 
previous years, gives the Canadian 
Northern a ictal mileage of 1,136 
miles of completed road, not including 
the portion graded only at the north- 
western end of the main line.

KING'S POPULARITY. 


The New York Tribune, says; What 
Tennyson called “our Joyal passion for 
our temperorate king,” shows ne sign 
of abatement in Great Britain. The 
love and respect which were unstinted- 
ly given to the venerahie last sover- 
eign of the Hanoverian line seem to 
have been passed on, unmarred) and 
undiminished, to the first Sovereiga of 
the House of Siaxe-Coburg Gotha. The 
pigeant of yesterday at the opening 
of parliament was one of the most 
brilliant in the history of a brilliant 
court. But above all the splendor of 
banners and robes and trappings, the 
salient feature was the popular inter. 
est in it and the sincere enthusiasm 
of the people, from. the peers, to the 
crowds in the street, for their sover_ 
eign and his consort and, his heir. 
Tradition, it is said, was broken in the 
interruption of the King’s speech by a 
burst of prolonged cheering. We can 
easily imagine +he joterruption to have 
been welcome. This agreeable  atti- 
tude of the people towards their King 
was warranted by the tone and matter 
of His Majesty’s speech; True, there 
was nothing better than a report of 
progress in South Africa, ‘but the po Bppa- 
lace of London had already a 
hours before shown strikingly its senti- 
ments upou that subject. Tedious and 
costly as the war is, there is no more 
thought of turning bacix from(it tbat 
there would be of abandoning the easi- 
est of victories at the very moment of 
triumph. The King’s confident vindi- 
cation of the humanity of his soldiers 
ani his announcement of the coming 
of additional contingenis from the 
great colonies, were well calculated to 

call forth the ringing cheers which so 
dismayed some sticklers for ceremonial 
tradition. 

A century ago, hostile powers cia 
ingly proclaimed the end of England, 
to which England wade answer at Tra- 

algar and Waterloo. ‘Tp-day, , he 
must be imaginative indeed who dis_ 
cerns the end of either kingdom or em- 
pire to be any nearer than at any time 
in centuries. 


WAR NOTES. 


Lord Kitchener has authorized Gen. 
Vilonel, a surrendered burgher, to 
raise an additional Boer corps of 
1,500 men. Gen. Vilonel has written 
a letter to ex-President Steyn warn- 
ing the latter of his intention to form 
such a corys and adding that the Boers 
in the concentration camps are tired 
of the useless struggle and are de- 
termined to help the British to end it. 

A report from Lord Kitchener from 
Johannesburg, gives the important 
capture of Gen. BR. Viljoen, in the 
neighborhood of Lydenburg, Trans- 

vaal colony, as well as the capture 
of small parties of Boers elsewhere. 
The capture of Generali Viljoen, w ho 
was General Botha'’s most able 
lieutenant, ‘and who has given the 
3ritish a dea! of trouble in the past, 
has created lively satisfaction in Lon- 
don. 

Col. Wilson on Jan. 18th captured 
20 Boers near Frankfort in the Orange 


giver colony. He was preparing at 
| dawn the next day to move why 
with his captives when a_ superior 


force of Boers made a desperate ef- 
fort to recapture the prisoners. A 
hot fight ensued in which all but three 
prisoners esscaped and in which a 
few men were killed or wounded on 
both sides. 

The correspondent of the Dai'y Tele- 
graph at Brussels says ip a despatch 
that Mr. Kruger has received fresh 
invitations from Chicago, New York 
and Philadelphia to visit those cities 
and that he will probably start upon 
an American tour next April. 

The placing of contracts in Argen- 
tina by the British war office te sup- 
ply meats and other produce for the 
troops in South Africa has engendered 
extireme irritation; tfaroughfout Au -- 
tralasia. The action of the Imperial 
authotities is regarded as evidence 
of the indifference to the claims of 
the colonies as ill] according with the 
expressions of Imperial solidarity, as 
poor payment fpr tne sacrifice for 
the colonies and generally as a 
grave injustice. Most of the premiers 
of Australia and the premier of New 
Zealand have cabled to the Imperial 
government sirong protests, on prac- 
tically identical terms, saying that 
the two colonies are abie te supply 
the war office requirements in South 
Africa three times over. Both col- 
onies, it jis pointed out, have mre 
meat than customers.

SUEZ ROUTE ECLIPSED. 


The advantages of the Canadian 
route from the iar east to Great Brit- 
ain, as compared with the Suez canal, 
are becoming more apparent. Three 
aatloads of vaiuuble sealskins for- 
wk cded from Yokpbama, Japan, on 
Dec. 27th, by the ian Pacific 
tailway’s Royal maii steamer Empress 
of Japan, arrived at Vancouver on 
January 9th. This shipment was 
transferred from the steamer-and for- 
warded from Vancouver early on the 
morning of the 10th, arriving at West 
St. John on the 17th, and was there 
put on boerd of the Allan Royal mail 
steamer Pretorian, which sailed on 
Saturday, the 18th inst., and was due 
in Liverpool ahout the 28th inst. 

The shipment therefore, mada the 
passage from Yokohama to Liverpopl 
in ose month, thereby eclipsing the 
Suez route by probably a week.

ALASKAN RAILWAY. 


The Alaska Copper River and Yukon 
Railway company has been incorporat- 
ed under the laws of Washington to 
build a railroad from Prince William’s 
Sound in Alaska, through the Copper 
Tanana river country to a point jon 
the Yukon: river ‘near Eagle. The 


company proposes, in addition, to 
operate a steamship line from Se- 
attle to Prince William’s Sound, to 
build and maintain a smelter and 


refinery in Alaska, and to cards ow 
general mining trausactions.

THE NEW HAIL INSURANCE BILL. 

(With the turn: of the New Year, 
the Hoasl Imsurwacel: Ordinance, es- 
4iblishing a bail insurance systeny in 
the Territories, came into force, and 
all companies doing hail insurance in 
the Territories simultaneously ceased 
to do business. Although some time 
will doubtles: elapse wbefere applica- 
tions for insurance wili be fyled, it is 
well that farmers and intending in- 
surers stould make tieu selves convers 
san* with the terms of the ordinaace. 
While ihis insurance system is being 
carried on by the government, it must 
be borne in mind ihat the government 
is not in any sense(of the term an in- 
surance company, or doiag an insur- 
unce business as such; it simply .con- 
stitutes itself a collecting agency for 
the farmers who join together for mu- 
tusl protection against damage by 
hau, and provides the necessary or- 
g2nization for managemeat and sup- 
erintendence. It ‘s therefore, practi- 
cally, insurance on a mutual basis, 
puflicient revenue being coliected to 
pay legitimate losses fairly and 
promptly.. ‘ 

The limit of daniage ailowed is $4 
per acre. It wil] ve noted that the in- 
sured arount, the assessment levy, 
and the loss are uli calculated on the 
basis of acreage, without regard to 
ivelues. Prospective profits trom a 
crop not cuzsdered, the principle of 
the insurance eirg to -recoup! the 
farmer tor the actual loss he may sus- 
tain ,up to $4 pet acre, which the leg- 
islature considered to be a fair figure 
to cover cost of seed and putting it 
in, and getting ‘it upon a growing 
basis. While the farmer who is hailed 


out wili net, therefore, 'e re-imbursed_. 


for the valuejof his crop harvested and 
in the stack, he will be raid what it 
has cost him to put in his grain and 
bring it to a status Where damage by 
hail is possible. Partial losses’ will 
be indemnified by proportionate pay- 
nents, the $4 maximum indemnity for 
total loss being the basic principie to 
be proceeded upon in adjusting the 
partial loss. ee: 
Blank applications itor insurance 
may be had from the local post offices, 
or from the treasury department at 
Regina. They will he filled ini with 
the necessary description and parti- 
culars, aud maiied to the department, 
accompanied by a remittance of. 10 
cents per acre for the acreage to be 


insafed. 0%, acceptance iby the Ue- 
partment, the insurance becomes ef- 
fective. No policy is issued, as ‘is cus- 


toroary in ordinary insurance business; 
the transaction is a simple contract 
between the government and the farm- 
er, which is completed when .the ap- 
plication, filled in by the farmer, is 
freceived by the treaswrer. ‘The ora 
dinance is accepted by both parties 
as the basis of the contract, thus re- 
moving all conditions, and likelihoad 
of a misunderstanding, so frequently 
cheracteristic of ordinary insurance 
transactions, where a long and vag- 
uely-worded policy is the (basis of 
agreement. ln case of loss, notice 
must be sent in,writing to the treas- 
ury department, and also to a local 


oflicial to be designated im each dis- 
ftrict. No doupt the local improve- 
ment overseer, or a resident J. P., will 


lbe selected for this purpose. The dam- 
age will be inspected, and if the assur_ 
ed is not satisfied wiily the adjust- 
ment of the loss, ha may apply uader 
the ordinary rules of arbitration to 
have the loss determined by disinter- 
ed parties. On the ist of October in 
each year the receipts andj expendi_ 
tures in connection with the serson’s 
operations wil! he calculated; and if 
there is not sufficient funds on hand 
to pay the claims and expenses, a 
further assessment may ‘be made upon 
those insured up to, but rot exceeding, 
ten cents per acre. Further deficien- 
cies, if any, will be made uy ort of 
the genern!l revenue of the country, 
but! it is expected that the initial pay- 
ment of 10 cents pen acre will be suf- 
ficient to pry ali claims incurred. Un- 
fortunately there are no statistics to 
consult as to actuai hail insurance re- 
Sulis, so that the present movement 
to some extent experimental.

RICHARDSON OUT IN LISGAR. 

In a recent issue of the Tribune R. 
L. Richardson announced himself as in 
the field for election im Lisgar on an 
independent ticket and issued a mani- 
festo reviewing the course of Lisgar 
politics for the past ‘ew years.

policy, economy of admipistration, 
senate reform, patronage. et>., 
I occupy exactly the same _ posi- 


tion as I have done since you {first 
honored me with the recresentation 
of your interests. Experience has 
shown me the necessity of further 
reforms. The removal of the great 


pubiic services which are in their 
ephence mo lies friom the 
field oof private ownership 


and exploitation is necessary not only 
in order to promote the material well- 
‘being of the people, but to prevent the 
disintegration, of pudlic morality, 
which, under the system of alienat- 
ing franchises of enormous value, and 
squéendering millions of public treas- 
ure to “aid” profitable enterprises, is 
proceeding apace. i advocate there- 
fore, the public ownership of the rail- 
ways, elevators, express agencies and 
telegraphs.” 

To the liberals of Lisgar he appeals 
on the ground that he has maintained 
the true policy of liberalism. while the 
present government has departed 
therefrom; to the conservatives on the 
ground that the conservative nom- 
inee is not intended to be elected but 
is merely put up by the party “ma- 
chine” to draw votes which would oth- 
erwise go to the independent candi- 
date;, and to the independents on the 
ground of his opposition to “ma- 
chine” rolitics..

EDMONTON BULLETIN 


CLIMATE CF EDMONTON. 
The seasons are divided as follows; 


Snow leaves, plowing begins and 
tiver breaks up early in April. Rains 
begin, crop grows, and trees ieaf out 
in latter end of May. June and July 
are the months of principal rainfaii 
and growth. Crop begins to 1ipen in 
August, but September is the barvest 
mouth. Crop growth ceases in Sep- 
tember with the early fall frosts, 
averaging about the z0th. The ground 
frezes and the river closes early in 
November. Sleighing generally comes 
late in December, and continues until 
late in March. The snow is seldom 
more than two feet deep, seldom drift- 
ed and never crusted,

By the old style 
an applicatiom bed to be made put 
by the person desiring to send the 
order. Then the postal clerk made out 
an order and an advice, separately, 
the whole occvpying several mirutes. 
By the new system the application is 
made out om a counterfoil to the or- 
der. The application and order are 
interleaved with, the certificate of 
igsue anfl advice. The postal clerk 
makes out’ the application and the 
order, and by the use of a carbon 
paper the same writing fills in the 
certificate of issue and advice. There 
is a more complete record than be- 
fore an{i the g@peratipa take’s vary 
much less time. 

The new issue of postal rates now 
have the King’s head instead of Queen 
Victoria’s, and ‘have a_ couvnterfoil 
which ips the numiber, amouft 
and dateof the note and becomes a re- 
ceipt to the sender.
